The Revolf of the Whiskey Brigade,

In former numbers of the CAMPARS
and in the present one, we have expos-
ed the baseness and treachery to our
party organization, of a very sinall squad
of individuals ip Bloomsburg; and for
convenience we have named them as a
Brigade. They have made several
charges upon our party, but more in the
character of guerillas than regular
troops; and though they have aecom-
plished but little, their attacks have
been spirited and in earnest.  Jacoby's
resolution about the nomination for As-
sembly was the first shot fired from an
ambush into the County Convention,
and was designed to raise a disturbance
in the nominations, and lead to Jacoby’s
return to the Assembly for the third
time. The Representative Conferees
were picked with this object, but the
project fuiled as did the next one to
nominate Tate for the Senate, although
that had more respectable bucking and
the decision of the Convention in its
favor. Then was concocted in secret
upon consultation with John, Beekley,
and Co,, the infumous bolt on the As-
sembly nomination, and a number of
honorable men were inveigled into it by
private boring and misrepresentation,
The idea was to carry off enough Dem-
ocratic votes, which, junited with the
radical Republican votes of the District,
would break down the Democratic nom-
ination for Assembly, and elect Tate,
who was to be an instrument of the
Bolters for the future. John agreed
that the Republican Conferees of Colum-
biaand Montour countiesshould not meet
to make a Republican nomination for
Assembly, and that Tate shoald have
the support of the Republicans of the
District. Thus every thing looked fair
to the plotters who thought as they eon-
trolled the papers on both sides of the pol-
ities in this county, they could carry out
the whole scheme without fuil. Mercur
came here about the same time, and was
nodoubt consulted in the business,which
the Radical leaders concerned in the in-
trigue intended should operate to his
advantage intheelection. Whether the
money necessary to clinch the bargain
with the Bolters, and grease the Demo-
eratic newspapers which were to assist
in carrying It out, was furnished by
Mercur, or the Republican State Com-
mitteo, outsiders of course are unable to
tell,

But after all the arrangements were
made, the bolting and radical conspira-
tors woke up one morning and found
an unexpected obstacle in their path,
The CaMrawagy had come info existence
to unmask their schemes, and expose
them In their naked deformity to the
people of the county, It was necessary
to proceed with caution and to cover up
their tracks as much as possible, 8o the
Democrat and Star office and the radieal
Republican oftice went to work in seorot
with closed doors, to get up tickets for
purposes of trading andcheating through-
out the county ; and the Kuoorr elrenlur
wis concocted by Dir, John, and distrib-
uted to safe agents in every Distriet to
direct the use of the bogus tickets, on
both sides, a8 they hud been prepared at
the two headquarters of the conspirucy.
Republicans were to vote for Tate, and
Taute Demoerats were to vole for Mercur,
and innsmuch as by that time it bad Le-
come plain to every man of information
and sound sense here that Tate could
not be elected, the whole practical effect
would be to Mercur's sdvantage, und
that of the Radleal party. So fur as
bolting Democriats could be got to
trade votes, it would be nu advantage
to the Doctor and his candidate ; Le-
cause Republi®n votes given for Tate
in exchange would do neither good nor
harm, And Jacoby, Wirt, and Co., of
the Whiskey Hrigade, must have gone
fnto the dirty business, not because they
wanted to help Tate, to whom they had
formerly boen enemies, but bocause they
had received thelr price,

The CAMpPAIGN got hold of an early

eopy of that circular and published il.l

which blew Tate o of waler, and left
the brigade without an excuse for any
open opposition to the Democratic party.
The only thing left for them to do in
behalf of Mercur and Dr. John, was a
little private cheating at the election
on thelr own account, which they did,
Wirt, and perhops one or two others,
voted the Republican ticket outright,
while the bulk of the Drigade and a
few others whom they could influence
thought it more safe to vote scratched
tickots, which amount in principle to
the same thing; except being somewhat
menner in its character,  Eight Demo-
eratie county tickets had Judge Elwell's
name seratched off, which, although a
wenk showing for the brignde, wis all
that they thought could be safely done.
They wunted to keep their treachery
seoret, and while carrying out their
conteaet with Dr. John to eseape respon-
sibility ns far na possible,

Fortunately for the cause of Justice
most of them are known, and they will
not bo trusted hereafter by the Demog-
racy of this county, which has hereto-
fore bestowed favors on several of them,
only to be repaid by treachery and in-
gratitude.

Bat the revolt of the brigade, which
looked so big and important at one time,
wed was backed by two newspapers,

In
the late election so far us the Democracy
are concerned, not one dollar was =ent
into the county from abroad to influ-
enee results, Nor fwas money raised
here for electionecring purposes, Our
men performed what labor they could,
bore their own expenses, and used no
means of corruption in any way what-
ever to aecomplish their purposes, The
great and splendid vote sccured was
honestly abtained and those who gave
it do =0 from conviction and without
undue influenceof any kind. Wethink
tire free use of money ot elections is a
great and growing evil in this eonntry,

und we rejofee that our elections In this
county are comparatively uncontamin-
ated and without reproach from this

It is true we shall die with ti2 con-
viction that there was some Mercur
money about and usad in getting up the
Bolt on Assembly, in subsidizing the
Press, and in corrupting o few purchase-
able voters. This is a rensonable expla-
nation of sundry things which have
happened. But the results produced by
this means were quite insignificant and
the amount expended could not have
been very large as it passed, no doubt,
through the hands of Dr. John, In
such cases it is his habit to tuke the Li-
ons share to himself! He absorbs po-
litlieal eontributions as naturally as a
sponge takes water, 1t is perhaps for-
tunate that the Radieal eorruption fund
passed into the hands of a gponge;
